SENATOR MORTON’S VISIT. 
The possible candidate of the Re- 


liver the Memorial Address in Wil- 
mington on the 10th inst.,on Fed- 
eral Decoration day. It is proposed 
to invite him to visit Raleigh on his 
way back to Washington. 

‘We hope Mr. Morton will visit 
this State, and would be glad if he 
would spend time enough here to 
rub the scales from his eyes. He 
is bitterly hostile to the South ; 
nevertheless, he is probably honest 
in his convictions, and he may be 
assured of respectful, though not 
cordial, welcome, from the Demo- 
crats. There is no personal feeling 
against him, as there is against Bat- 
ler. His political views are his own, 
and they are unjust and harsh io 
their application to us ; but we are 
accustomed, even among ourselves, 
to extreme diversity of opinions, 
and condemn no one on that ac- 
count. 

Intercourse with Southern men, 
in their own homes, would give Mr. 
Morton a practical refutation of 
many of the delusioas under which 
he labors, and might lit eralize him, 
as it did Mr. Kelly, of Pennsylva- 
nia, who found that the devil was 
not half so black as he was painted. 


THE INDIANAPOLIS ELECTION. 


The telegraph report tbe other 
night deceived us with bringing out 
the wrong rooster. We pres«nted 
one with bead thrown back, crest 
crect, ringing out the lustiest peals of 
victory, when we ought to have very 
unwillingly siowed the same bird in 
the last agonies of mortal sicknees, 
drooping and despairing. But the 
telegraph told us of a Democratic vic- 
tory, instead of oue for the other side, 
and we proclaimed it. 

Subsequent accounts reversed the 
result, and we were quite willing that | 
the other side should have all the 
benefit of our conclusions, and let 
them accept the result in [odianapo- 
lis as con¢lusive for the whole State, 
as we did, until we learned f.0om the 
Cincinnati Enquirer something of the 
machinery of that election, and bow 
erroneous would have been any in- 
ferences of the general result drawn 
from that election. 

The truth appears to be that both 
parties vied with each other in un- 
fair and unlawful methods to carry 
the election. The Democrats were 
beaten at their own game, and they 
have little right to comp'aim. Only, 
the Republicans had a matericl to 
work with which the Dem crats 
could net use. They had the absolute 
control of the negroes, of whom there 
are large numbers in Indianapolis, 
and in the use of them, they proceed- 
ed boldly. The Enquirer says ‘‘no 
disguise was needed, for a negro face 
is the best disguise in the world.”’ 
‘‘Repeaters were unblushingly car- 
tied from poll to poll in Republican 
wagons.’”’ ‘*Wards which had not 
above one hundred negro voters, 
polled to-day three or four times that 
number.’’ ‘* Negroes armed with 
clubs and full of whiskey bave taken 
possession of the 5rd, 4th and 13th 
wards, threatening white voters, and 
mobbiog several of their own color 
who offered to vote the Democratic 
ticket.’”” Before the polls were 
closed, the Democrats had conceded 
the election to be the most barefaced 
outrage on American Citizensiip. 
Wards of solid Democratic majorities 
had been captured by negro mobs, 
and white voters systematically dis- 
franchised.”’ 

And so we have ax Republican vic- 
tory. Bnt not such a one as just fies 
us in giving up Indiana by force of 
its effect to the Republicans in Octo- 
ber. On the contrary, the very means 
by which the raajority was obtained 
must react. In other parts of the 
State the positionsof the parties were 
reversed, there being about an equal 
proportion of Democratic and Repub. 
lican gains. 


HOSTILITY TO THE CENTEN- 

We regret tosee continued the 
bitter hostility and persistent mis- 
representations of the Centennial, 
which some of the press of this State 
delight to make and continue. The 
time has gone by for such folly. It 
has no effect at home. It inflaences 
no opinion unfavorable to what is 
}now a grand exhibition of the na- 
tions of the world. Philadelphia 
has fallen into the background. 
It is no longer her affair. The Ex- 
position belongs to the nation and 
to the world. Whatever of hostility 
was felt toward that city in the be- 
ginning of the undertaking—and 
Southern people did feel that they 
had deep cause to cherish it—has 
been forgotten, cr ought to have 
been forgotten, in the recognition 
of the fact that any one nation or 
any one State or section, separately, 
plays but an insignificant part in the 
grand whole. It argues something 
of ridiculous egotism that any indi- 
vidual, State or section would be 
singled out for conspicuous expos- 
ure, and made the mark for eon- 
tempt or hatred. .He would be a 
a sensitive monomaniac who would 
hunt out in the bewildering maze of 
the treasures of art from all parts of 
the world the special objects wifh 
which to irritate his own morbid 
sensibilities, Suppose it possible

The Exposition has grander ob- 
jects to accomplish than the irrita- 
tion of sectional prejudices. It is 
on too grand a scale to admit of 
personal or sectional malevolence. 
Even if objectionable mementos are 
present, liberal curiosity would be 
gratified, and national pride be filled 
that the work of conciliation had 
gone so far that the relics and me- 
mentos of hostile sections ceuld be 
exhibited with ph‘losophical candor. 
And this would be the spirit in 
which they would be exhibited, if 
at all. 

But the managers, with a consid 
eration for minutive hardly to be ex- 
pected in the multitude of subjects 
that engage their attention, hare 
considered the feelings of the South- 
era people, and hare excluded from 
exhibition everything that could ke 
offensive. A distinguished gentle- 
man of this State who has just re- 
turned from Philadelphia, whose 
position gave him access to any part 
of the Centennial buildings, and 
whose avocation brought him in con- 
tact with the managers, assures ua 
that the most scrupulous care has 
been used to avoid the display, or 
even the reception, of anything cal- 
culated to offend the Southern peo- 
ple. Ever. portraits of distinguished 
Northern generals, who won the‘r 
laurels by victories over Southern 
armies, are rejected. Banners and 
trophies of irritating memori s are 
excluded; and he adds that there is 
the most tender consideration for 
the feelings of Southern visitors. 

We do hope that all this petty 
temper will Le suppressed. Indi- 
vidual petulance is ill applied to ir- 
ritate public temper. The State 
gains nothing, and it loses vastly by 
holding back in this universal gath- 
ering of nations. It is folly to be 
continually irritating asore which 
common sense and common interest 
teaches must be healed, and the 
sooner the better—and no time bet- 


ter than the present, when the tens 
of thousands cf Northern and South- 
ern men may be brought face to face 
with each other on a comnion 
ground, to find how long and how 
much they have been mistaken in 
each other.

WASHINGTON, May 4, 1876. 


P POSTMASTER GENERAL JEWELL 


is a disappointed man. A year ago 
he loomed up on the political hor!- 
zon asa Presidential candidate. ‘T'o- 
day, it is conceded that he wili not 
oeccuvy either the first or the second 
piace on the Republican Presidential 
ticket. the role of are- 
furmer, he assayed the task of break- 
ing the mail contractors’ ring in the 
Department, but failed to succeed. 
Speucer, Hinds d& Co., backed by 
Grant, were tco inuch for him, so he 
succumbed, Hinds, Kittle, and other 
contractors, Were detected, not only 
in bribing Post Office officials, but in 
manufacturing a counterfeit stamp 
to ve used oo fraudulent bids for eer- 
tain Western mail routes. One of 
the parties was arrested for this litt'e 
breach of etiquett2, but escaped pun- 
ishment through a legal teehnicelity 
As IT have before intimated, Jewell 
started a3 a Reformer. He had not 
gone furin the work of reform, te- 
fore, to use a Siang plirase, he ‘struck 
a snag.’’ He found that in his efforts 
to expose and punish fraud, he was 
piacing himself in antagen'sm to 
some of Grant’s” favorites, and, 
deeining diseretion the bett-r part of 
valor, ceased his labors in the diree- 
tion of reform. Until he began his 
crusade against the abuses in his de- 
partment, he and Graot were warm 
friends, and could” be seach 
every Sunday afternoon, walking 
torether on the outskirts of the city. 
Now the'r intereourse is confined 
simply to the interchange of a few 
civil words at the semi-weekly meet- 
ing of the Cabinet. 

BLOODY SHIRT MORTON
